Ten Thousand Refugees Fleeing From Scene of 


Catastrophe Perish When Factory Burns 
Check Up of Casualties Shows That Reports 
Have Not Been Exaggerated 
All Ameri- 


cans In Tokio Are Safe. 


As the story of the Japanese quake is unfolded in frag- 


mentary messages from press association correspondents 
Japanese newspapers and indviduals it is apparent that the 
magnitude of the catastrophe has not been overdrawn. 


In only one message has there been a suggestion that the 


death list will not reach the proportions already indicated. 
This was a message from the Radio Corporation of America 
in Japan which said the Japanese home office estimated the 
dead in ToMo at 10,000 in Yokohama at 100,000. 


On the other hand Admiral Edwin Anderson command- 


ing the U. S. Adriatic fleet says the last unofficial report 
gave the casualties in the capital and Yokohama as 240,000 
and 460,000 injured.

A wireless from Admiral Anderson to Admiral Edward 


Eberle chief of naval operations at Washington conveying 
this information was picked up in San Francisco. 


Naval officers in San Francisco believe that Admiral An- 


derson who is speeding to Japanese waters obtained advices 
on conditions in Japan by radio before communicating with 
Admiral Eberle. 
Another estimate coming from the Eastern 


News Agency says 230,000 have been killed in the entire 
district.

Fresh calamity has overtaken frightened Tokio and the 


terror stricken remnants of its population. 


Nearly 10,000 seeking refuge in the yard of a clothing 


factory located in a suburb were trapped by flames and 
bnrned^to- death. 
. 
Two hundred and sixteen distinct shocks were felt in/ 


Tokio on Saturday, followed by 57 on Sunday. 


The most "severe tremor was of 6 minutes duration. 
The flames that swept the capital burned for 50 hours 


leaving Tokio and its environs in ruins and desolation. 


Fire and earth convulsions together have devastated en 


area-of 61 square miles in and around ToMo demolishing 
350,000 houses.

" The suffering of Yokohama too, appears not to have 


been exaggerated. 


An official statement from U. Oyama, the Japanese con- 


sul-general, in San Francisco says that the great fort itself 
and the Yokusukn naval station have been wiped out. 
This message, sent by a former Japanese consul-general now 
at Shanghai, added that more than half of Tokio has been 
destroyed.

For Louis Cohen, " tyro among the 


rncn of his gang, had done what his 
leaders, big men and powerful, had 
not dared to do. 


The grand jury has already indict-

sun," as a solar eclipse was once fear- 
fully interpreted, the mysteries of the 
sun's halo or corona will be probed 
by the most powerful astronomical 
instruments ever assembled for such 
an event. 


,Alo,ng the path of total shadow, 
weeping across th<? Pacific, skirting: 
the extreme southwestern edge of 
California and on through Mexico, a 
dozen, famous observatories hax-e es- 
tablished field" "statron'8?' 'TlTe eclipse 
wiir~laSt Tsllfhtly ~mdre ~ than ' three 
minutes irr any spot, a/nd elaborate re- 
hearsals and precautions have been 
made to make the most of the 
pre- 


cious seconds. 


It Is during such brief Intervals, 


often spaced years apart In civiiized 
lands, that the astronomical world 
has a. chance to make records of the 
sun's gaseous outer envelope, then 
clearly 
distinguishable 
from 
the 
main solar body which Is Screened by 
the moon. 


And it is from such records that 


valuable additions are being made to 
the scientific story of the universe and 
of human life on this little grain of 
gyrating dust. 


Outer Envelope Mrsterlons. 


The exact nature of the sun's outer 


envelope has yet t obe definitely de- 
termined, and the present eclipse will 
be utilized .chiefly for that purpose, 
just as the fene last year, observed in 
Australia w'as studied chiefly as a 
test of the Einstein theory of curved 
stellar light. 
Extending somf two 


and a half million miles from • the 
Sim's surface more or ess at 
differ- 


ent penods is this gaseous sunstanop. 
unlike anything on earth. It has heat 
and luminosity. 


Several, instruments never before 


trained upon the corona during an 


iljpse are to be employed by the 


Mount Wilson Observatory field staff, 
t Pan Piepo. su>'h a* the interfero- 
meter and the radiometer, the latter 
so delicately sensitive to heat that it 
would react to a candlelight 8.000 


miles distant. ' 


It is unlikely that anything of an 


immediate popular Interest will be 
determined, but the 
exHected new 


data on tne constituency, size, dens- 
ity, heat radiations, rate and direc- 
tion of revolution of the sun's halo 
will 
eventually filter through the 


science sieve to the public ken. 


V,rhile astronomers ply their Imple- 
meats at San Diego, Catalina, Ensen- 
ada and points in Mexico, chickens 
and animals v/ili go to sleep at 
mid- 


day of Sept. 10. Stars will be visiole 
in the path of artificial night, and or- 
dinary spectators, training b^nculars 
and smoked glasses, may momentar- 
ily echo that aacient terror tvhicn 
once hurlea men piostrate uncler the 
eerie gloom.
